Valero books charge of $140 
million for third quarter 

As a result of a tax dispute with the government of Aruba, 
Valero Energy Corp. has booked an additional charge of $140 
million, or 25 cents a share, widening the company’s loss in the 
third quarter to $629 million, or $1.12 a share. 

Valero noted the charge in a regulatory filing Thursday, saying 
it is “related to our dispute of a turnover tax on export sales and 
other tax matters involving the government of Aruba,” where 
the San Antonio-based company owns a refinery. 

An arbitration panel in the Netherlands ruled Tuesday that Valero 
is exempt from income tax for refining operations through 2010, 
but two other items in the arbitration weren’t fully resolved and 
“remain subject to further review,” Valero said in a statement. 
“Valero continues to believe that its remaining claims against 
these taxes have significant merit and intends to vigorously 
pursue these claims through the arbitration proceedings and in 
proceedings in Aruba,” the company said. 

On Oct. 27, Valero reported a third-quarter net loss of $489 
million, or 87 cents a share, compared with net income of $1.2 
billion, or $2.18 a share, for the same period in 2008.□

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Govt promises quality budget by month’s end 


PHILIPSBURG—Finance Commissioner Xavier 
Blackman says the 2010 budget should be tabled 
in the Island Council by the third week of this 
month. 

The budget should be presented to the Executive 
Council on November 12, after which it will be 
sent to the Central Committee. 

Blackman said at a press conference Thursday 
that government’s technocrats and those of 
the Committee for Financial Supervision CFT 
were working on the draft budget. The main 
focus is on reducing some NAf. 30 million in 
deficits, to present a balanced budget. This, the 
commissioner insists, still will be quite a stretch 
considering the economic climate and the drop 
in government revenues. 

CFT has given the National Alliance/Heyliger 
government until November 18 to complete 
and submit the budget in accordance with the 
more stringent rules that are geared to tidying 
up St. Maarten’s financial status as it heads into 
country status. 

Blackman said the budget should be delivered to 
CFT before the deadline. 

He said that despite having missed several 


deadlines along the way in the preparation of the 
budget, it still would be presented much earlier 
than past ones. 

Budgets of the past, he said, often were presented 
“deep in December,” but this one should be taken 
care of before the end of this month. “With this 
budget we are focusing on quality, not speed.” 
Coming up with a balanced budget continues 
to be a “daunting task” for St. Maarten because 
of past practices, he said. In years gone by the 
strict rules of CFT were not in place and those 
rules that governed the finances were not always 
followed to the letter. 

Budgets were presented as balanced in the past 
with deficits carried over to the next year and 
spread out. 

This practice has placed the island territory in a 
position wherein it is now struggling to present 
a balanced budget in just one year. 

Unlike Bonaire, St. Eustatius and Saba, St. 
Maarten and Curasao were not allowed a period 
to get their deficits under control. 

The rules were changed from one year to the 
next. The difficulties this change has presented 
for the island territory have been discussed 


by Blackman and Leader of Government 
Commissioner William Marlin with CFT and 
the Dutch Government. 

The large budget deficit is not a chronic situation, 
Blackman said. 

With the dismantling of the Central Government 
by 10-10-10, the taxes and other revenues 
generated in St. Maarten, but now sent to 
Curasao, will remain on-island and will be taken 
up in Country St. Maarten’s budget. 

These revenues, some NAf. 80 million, will go 
a long way in balancing the budget in the future. 
At present, the focus is on simply “bridging 
the gap” for 2010 and the presentation of a 
“realistic budget,” the commissioner explained. 
“St. Maarten’s financial potential is good. It is 
just a matter of timing and bridging the gap for 
2010.” 

Amendments to the 2009 budget, which was 
presented as balanced by the former Democratic 
Party (DP) government, are being worked on in 
conjunction with the 2010 budget preparation. 
Blackman said the two processes couldn’t be 
separated, as they were interlinked.Q

The decision by Divi Little Bay Beach Resort to no longer 
allow non-guests visiting the beach to use its parking lot 
has led to a call by St. Maarten Pride (see Thursday paper) 
to amend the beach policy and make it an ordinance. The 
main argument is that the local beaches are public and 
should be freely accessible to the general population. 

Few will disagree with that, but the discussion raises the 
question what government realistically can do in this case 
and in other, similar situations that already exist. After 
all, while the beach is public, the parking lot of the resort 
certainly is not and the resort has every right to restrict 
access to and use of its private property for which it is also 
legally responsible in case of a mishap or accident. 

In this particular case there is no other place to park near 
the beach involved, while walking to it from outside the 
resort is not exactly an attractive option. The beach can 
still be accessed from Belair Beach next door, of course, 
but - again - the resort with that name also has its private 
parking. 

Maintaining free access to beaches is nothing new, of 
course, and in most cases a pathway is kept open. That 
does not mean the owners of land adjacent to the beach 
have to provide a roadway and parking for cars, however. 
What can be done for future reference is to require that any 
beachside development leave some public space where 
visitors to “their” beach would be able to park. When it 
comes to existing properties, however, government’s 
resources are few and far between, so there is not much 
that can done except to simply leave the car outside the 
resort and hike to the beach. □ 
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Stock volatility is back, a sign of an aging bull?

Stock market volatility is 
back, a signal to some experts 
that the powerful rally that 
started in early March may 
be coming to an end. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose or fell more than 
100 points in seven of the 
past 12 trading days, capped 
by a 205-point advance on 
Thursday that left the index 
almost 53 percent higher than 
its closing level on March 9. 
The Dow’s muted 17-point 
gain on Friday masked the 
fact that it swung nearly 


108 points throughout the 
day after the government 
reported the unemployment 
rate rose to 10.2 percent in 
October. 

The latest volatility surge 
comes after a calm stretch. 
Over the preceding two 
months, there were just eight 
days where the daily Dow 
change exceeded 100 points. 
While the volatility brings 
back memories of last fall’s 
financial crisis, few analysts 
are predicting a huge 
downdraft is coming. Instead, 
they say it’s not uncommon to 
see choppy trading patterns 


when investors begin to fret 
that a bull market is running 
out of steam. 

“We’ve had a heck of a 
rally, and we’re at one of 
those inflection points, 
where people are trying to 
figure out if they should 
sell their winners or 
not,” says Scott Bums, a 
Momingstar Inc. analyst. 
“There’s all this uncertainty 
surrounding health care and 
unemployment. People are 
just really confused about 
what to do, and that is 
contributing to volatility.” 

A closer look at what’s 
driving volatility: 

INDICATOR WHIPLASH: 
Investor anticipation of an 
economic recovery played 
a large role in the stock 
market’s advance over the 
last eight months. But recent 
economic indicators have 
been sending mixed signals, 
leading some economists 
to predict a double-dip 
recession and others to 
forecast a recovery as steep 
as the decline. 

“The market anticipated 
the event, the event took 
place, and now the market is 
looking for the next event,” 
says Bruce Bittles, chief 
investment strategist for 
Robert W. Baird & Co. 

The Dow jumped 200 
points on Oct. 28 after the 
government reported the 
economy grew at a 3.5 percent 
pace in the July-September 
quarter. But the stock gains 
were more than canceled 
by a 250-point slump the 
next day. The trigger: a 
consumer confidence report 
that showed there’s still 
pervasive anxiety about a 
recovery, particularly as 
unemployment continues 
rising. 

On Thursday, investors 
interpreted jobless claims 


falling more than expected, 
retailers posting a second 
straight month of sales gains 
and productivity rising at an 
annual rate of 9.5 percent in 
the third quarter as all being 
good news. 

MONEY MANAGERS: 
Mutual fund managers who 
control some $5 trillion 
invested in stocks often 
switch from buying to selling 
whenever rallies show signs 
of faltering. The goal is to 
lock in gains from rising 
stock prices. 

Normally, that happens 
in December to dress up 
returns and put a positive 
spin on year-end results. But 
sometimes managers lock in 
gains earlier if the market is 
in a sustained rally. And many 
mutual funds close the books 
for their fiscal year at the 
end of October, motivating 
managers to make a move 
before November. 

“Why not beat the Christmas 
rush and start taking some 
profits now?” says Art 
Hogan, chief market analyst 
at Jefferies & Co. 

Likewise, money managers

are just as likely to dive 
back in if they think short¬ 
term profits are there for the 
taking. Think of it as renting 
stock, not owning it for the 
long term. 

MELTDOWN 
AFTERSHOCKS: Gains 

or losses of more than 100 
points in the Dow became 
common late last year, and 
the market still hasn’t calmed 
to the extent you can expect 
a steady ride, says Bob Doll, 
chief investment officer at 
BlackRock Inc., a money 
management firm. 
Recoveries are typically 
choppy, as investors zigzag 
before stocks eventually 
settle into a narrow range, he 
says. 

Dan Deming, a trader with 
Stutland Equities, says many 
money managers are just 
content to wrap up the year. 
“It’s a psychology that drives 
a big chunk of the market,” 
he says. 

“This is not a typical year, 
and we’ve seen huge gains. 
People are looking to take 
risk off the table, and looking 
to get out of the market.’Q

Carrey’s ‘Christmas Carol’ 
wraps up $311111 weekend 

LOS ANGELES - Jim Carrey’s Scrooge collected holiday 
donations from movie fans with his new take on “A Christmas 
Carol,” which took in $31 million to open as the weekend’s top 
movie. 

The Disney animated version of the Charles Dickens classic 
knocked the King of Pop out of the No. 1 spot as “Michael 
Jackson’s This Is It” slipped to second place with $14 million, 
according to studio estimates Sunday. 

Sony’s “This Is It,” presenting rehearsal performances Jackson 
shot before his death last June, raised its domestic total to $57.9 
million. Worldwide, “This Is It” has taken in $186.5 million. 
Featuring Carrey as Ebenezer Scrooge and also as the three 
holiday ghosts that show Scrooge the error of his miserly 
ways, “A Christmas Carol” came in on the low end of Disney’s 
expectations for opening weekend. 

On the other end of the spectrum, Lionsgate’s acclaimed 
drama “Precious: Based on the Novel ‘Push’ by Sapphire” had 
a spectacular start, pulling in $1.8 million in just 18 theaters, 
averaging $100,000 a cinema. That compares with an $8,418 
average for “A Christmas Carol” in 3,683 theaters. 

“Precious” had a record average for films opening in 10 or more 
theaters. Others that have averaged $100,000 or more typically 
debut in only a few cinemas. 

The weekend brought a rush of other new movies, led by 
George Clooney’s comedy “The Men Who Stare at Goats,” 
which finished at No. 3 with $13.3 million. The Overture Films 
release is a satiric look at U.S. military efforts to create “warrior 
monks” who can predict the future or walk through walls. 
Debuting in fourth place with $12.5 million was Universal’s 
“The Fourth Kind,” starring Milla Jovovich as a psychologist 
studying alien abductions in Alaska. 

Cameron Diaz and James Marsden’s sci-fi tale “The Box” 
opened at No. 6 with $7.9 million. The Warner Bros, thriller 
centers on a couple given a mysterious box that can provide 
them $1 million, but at the cost of a stranger’s life. 

With nearly two months of playing time through the holidays, 
Disney is counting on steady business for “A Christmas Carol,” 
particularly over Thanksgiving weekend and in the buildup to 
Christmas itself. 

“You have to play these things for the long term,” said Chuck 
Viane, Disney’s head of distribution. “You’ve got to have the 
patience and you’ve got to pick the right weekend. For us, the 
days when the malls turned to Christmas stores is when we 
wanted to go.” 

Director Robert Zemeckis shot the movie using the same 
performance-capture technology used on his 2004 holiday 
offering “The Polar Express.” Carrey and his co-stars acted on 
a bare soundstage as digital cameras caught their performances, 
with computer animators later adding costumes, sets, props and 
other effects. □ 


New York City Opera revives 
‘Esther’—and itself 


NEW YORK - Launching 
its comeback in perilous 
financial times, the New 
York City Opera might well 
have played it safe with a 
surefire crowd-pleaser, like 
its production of Puccini’s 
“Madama Butterfly.” 

But Puccini’s lush melodies 
will have to wait until spring. 
Instead, the company opened 
its season Saturday night by 
reviving an atonal opera that 
it premiered back in 1993 — 
Hugo Weisgall’s “Esther.” 

A bold move, but far from 
a foolhardy one. “Esther,” 
based on the biblical story of 
the Jewish queen of Persia 
who saved her people from 
annihilation, is an impressive 
piece of work. 

Its strength begins with a 
powerful English-language 
libretto by Charles Kondek, 
which retells the story in a 
series of short scenes spread 
over three acts. Within the acts, 
each scene melts into the next 
in cinematic style, creating a 
sense of headlong momentum 
toward catastrophe — or 
catastrophe narrowly averted. 
Kondek admirably avoids 
sentimentality in his treatment 
of Esther and the plight of the 
Jews, and there’s a minimum 
of Cecil B. DeMille-like 
biblical pageantry. 

Weisgall’s music, though 
challenging for an audience 
accustomed to hearing 
conventional tunes and 
harmonies, is grand and 
ambitious. There are arias, 
duets, choruses — even a 
ballet. And Weisgall, in what 
would be the last opera he 
completed before his death 
in 1997, displays a striking 
ability to define characters by 
their musical accompaniment 
and vocal line. 

Esther’s progression from 
dreamy-eyed young girl to 
concubine and wife to Xerxes 
and finally to heroic savior 
of her people is charted in 
music filled with yearning and 
uncertainty. Vashti, the wife 
Xerxes banished because she 
refused to dance naked before 
his followers, sings to rhythms 
that pulsate with her sense of 
injustice and self-pity. And 
Haman and his wife, Zeresh,

spin their evil plot against the 
Jews to music that is scherzo¬ 
like in its ebullience. 

A top-flight cast helps put 
this uncompromising work 
across with conviction. 
Lauren Flanigan repeated 
her portrayal of Esther from 
the premiere, displaying a 
powerful voice filled with 
passion and sincerity, marred 
only by an occasional wobble 
in her highest notes. Mezzo- 
soprano Beth Clayton made 
the most of Vashti’s two 
scenes, singing with intensity 
and allure. In twin debuts, 
tenor Roy Cornelius Smith as 
Haman and mezzo Margaret 
Thompson as Zeresh created 
characters memorable for 
their wicked glee. Two 
baritones rounded out the lead 


roles: James Maddalena as a 
dignified, anguished Mordecai 
and Stephen Kechulius as a 
lovesick Xerxes. 

George Manahan conducted 
the orchestra, and the 
production, using evocative 
flat sets to speed the scene 
changes, was directed by 
Christopher Mattaliano. 

By choosing “Esther” to 
open the season (following a 
gala concert Thursday night), 
the company’s new director, 
George Steel, was making a 
statement about continuing its 
legacy as a home for modem 
American opera.

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W. Africa’s last giraffes make surprising comeback

KOURE, Niger - A crisp 
African dawn is breaking 
overhead, and Zibo Mounkaila 
is on the back of a pickup 
truck bounding across a sparse 
landscape of rocky orange 
soil. 

The tallest animals on earth 
are here, the guide says, 
somewhere amid the scant 
green bush on one side, and 
the thatched dome villages on 
the other. 

They’re here, but by all 
accounts, they shouldn’t be. 

A hundred years ago, 
West Africa’s last giraffes 
numbered in the thousands 
and their habitat stretched 
from Senegal’s Atlantic 
Ocean coast to Chad, in the 
heart of the continent. By the 
dawn of the 21st century, their 
world had shrunk to a tiny 
zone southeast of the capital, 
Niamey, stretching barely 150 
miles (240 kilometers) long. 
Their numbers dwindled 
so low that in 1996, they 
numbered a mere 50. 

Instead of disappearing 
as many feared, though, 
the giraffes have bounced 
miraculously back from the 
brink of extinction, swelling 
to more than 200 today. 

It’s an unlikely boon experts 
credit to a combination of 
concerned conservationists, a 
government keen for revenue, 
and a rare harmony with 
villagers who have accepted 
their presence — for now. 

There are nine subspecies 
of giraffes in Africa, each 
distinguished by geographic 
location and the color, pattern 
and shape of their spotted 
coats. 

The animals in Niger 
are known as Giraffa 
Camelopardalis peralta, the 


most endangered subspecies 
in Africa. They have large 
orange-brown spots that fade 
into pale white legs. 

Ten years ago, an estimated 
140,000 giraffes inhabited 
Africa, according to Julian 
Fennessy, a Nairobi, Kenya- 
based conservation expert. 
Today, giraffes number less 
than 100,000, devastated by 
poaching, war, advancing 
deserts and exploding 
human populations that have 
destroyed and fragmented 
their habitats. Around half 
the giraffes live outside game 
parks in the wild, where they 
are more difficult to monitor 
and protect, Fennessy said. 
Giraffe hunting is prohibited 
in many countries. And 
some, like Kenya, have taken 


giraffe meat off the menu of 
tourist restaurants that once 
served them up on huge 
skewers. Even so, Fennessy 
said the plight of giraffes has 
largely been overlooked in 
conservation circles. 

“We’re trying to increase 
awareness, educate people, 
help governments put 
conservation practices 

in place,” said Fennessy, 
who founded the Giraffe 
Conservation Foundation to 
draw attention to the animals’ 
plight. “If we don’t, giraffe 
numbers are going to continue 
to drop.” 

The first time the trucks came 
for them in Koure was more 
than a decade ago, during the 
reign of an army colonel who 
seized power in a 1996 coup. 
Col. Ibrahim Bare Mainassara 
was adamant they would make 
a good gift for the president of 
neighboring Burkina Faso and 
he ordered several captured, 
said Omer Kodjo Dovi of the 
Niamey-based Association 
to Safeguard the Giraffes of 
Niger. 

But “the giraffes went into a 
panic,” Dovi said. 

“They couldn’t outrun the 
trucks.” 








The animals weigh up to 2,200 
pounds (1,000 kilograms) and 
can run at speeds up to 35 
miles per hour (55 kilometers 
per hour). But if they fall, they 
can have difficulty getting up 
and die. 

Dovi said five were captured. 
Three died on the spot; two 
were believed shipped to 
Burkina Faso. Nobody knows 
if they ever made it. 

By 1998, Niger’s government 
— pressed by conservation 
groups — began to realize the 
herds were about to disappear 
forever. 

Authorities drafted new laws 
banning hunting and poaching. 
Killing a giraffe became 
punishable by five-year jail 
terms and fines amounting to 
hundreds of times the yearly 
income of farmers. 

The changes had a startling 
effect: by 2004, the herds had 
nearly doubled in size. 

The government “realized they 
had an invaluable biological 
and tourism resource: the 
last population left in West 
Africa,” said Jean-Patrick 
Suraud, a French scientist with 
the Association to Safeguard 
the Giraffes of Niger. 

In 2004, though, the trucks 
came again — this time 
on a mission for President 
Mamadou Tandja, who 
ordered a pair captured for the 
dictator of neighboring Togo. 
Four vehicles barreled down 
the two-lane highway toward 
the giraffe zone. Inside them 
were Togolese soldiers, 
government forestry rangers 
and three local guides, 
according to the independent 
local newspaper Fe 
Republicain, which reported 
the incident and published 
photographs. 

“They did it like cowboys,” 
said Suraud, who began 
working in Niger in 2005. 


“These are big animals, 
fragile. They can easily die of 
stress.” 

The giraffes were tied up, 
blindfolded, tranquilized and 
hauled onto the back of open- 
back trucks bound for the 
Togo border. 

They died en route. 

In Africa, giraffe skin is used 
for drums, watertight bowls, 
even shoes. Their bones are 
employed as grinders and 
some believe they can help 
bring rain. Mounkaila, the 
guide, said some villagers 
believe the hair on giraffe 
coats can induce fertility. 

The villagers living around 
Koure, though, think giraffes 
are mostly useless, Suraud 
said. They aren’t domesticated, 
and they can’t be hunted for 
food. So the Association to 
Safeguard the Giraffes of 
Niger tries to teach people it’s 
in their interest to keep them 
around. 

“We tell them, ‘if you are pro- 
giraffe, we can support you, 
give you loans,”’ Suraud said. 
“But there is a quid pro quo. 
‘We also want you to stop 
chopping down their bushes 
and plant trees.’” 

With 10 staff and help from 
private European zoos and the 
Prince Albert II of Monaco 
Foundation, the Giraffe 
Association has built wells, 
planted trees and educated 
guides like Mounkaila who 
make a living escorting 
visitors through “the giraffe 
zone” — the fenceless region 
the animals trek through. 
Niger’s herds bring in a modest 
amount of tourist money for 
the government, too, paid in 
small sums through $10 fees 
distributed partly to the local 
district.

Senator calls for investigation 
ol Fort Hood shooting

FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) 
— A key U.S. senator has 
called for an investigation 
into whether the Army missed 
signs that the man accused of 
opening fire at the Fort Hood 
military base had embraced an 
increasingly extremist view of 
Islamic ideology. 

Sen. Joe Lieberman’s call 
came as word surfaced that 
Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan 
apparently attended the same 
Virginia mosque as two Sept. 
11 hijackers in 2001, at a 
time when a radical imam 
preached there. Whether 
Hasan, an Army psychiatrist, 
associated with the hijackers 
is something the FBI will 
probably look into, according 
to a law enforcement official 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation is ongoing. 
Classmates participating in a 
2007-2008master’sprogramat 
a military college complained 
repeatedly to superiors about 
what they considered Hasan’s 
anti-American views. Dr. Val 
Finnell said Hasan gave a 
presentation at the Uniformed 


Services University that 
justified suicide bombing 
and even told classmates that 
Islamic law trumped the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Lieberman, an independent 
who is chairman of the 
Senate Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs 
Committee, wants Congress 


to determine whether the 
shootings constitute a terrorist 
attack. 

44 If Hasan was showing signs, 
saying to people that he had 
become an Islamist extremist, 
the U.S. Army has to have zero 
tolerance,” Lieberman said on 
44 Fox News Sunday.”

Tough road ahead in 
Senate for health care bill

Iraq electoral law passes, 
sets up national note

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s parliament ended weeks of debate 
Sunday and passed a long-delayed law paving the way for the 
planned January election to go forward, sidestepping a crisis 
that could have delayed the U.S. troop withdrawal. 

The decision appeared to resolve a key sticking point — who 
will be allowed to vote in the disputed, oil-rich city of Kirkuk. 
The issue had threatened to delay Iraq’s key parliamentary 
elections, which in turn would affect how quickly American 
combat forces could leave the country.

‘’He should have been 
gone.” 

Authorities continue to refer 
to Hasan, 39, as the only 
suspect in the shootings that 
killed 13 and wounded 29, 
but they won’t say when 
charges would be filed. They 
have not revealed a possible 
motive. 

Hasan, who was shot by 
civilian police to end the 
rampage, was in critical but 
stable condition at an Army 
hospital in San Antonio. 

He was breathing on his 
own after being taken off a 
ventilator on Saturday, but 
officials won’t say whether 


Hasan can communicate. 
Sixteen victims remained 
hospitalized with gunshot 
wounds, and seven were in 
intensive care. 

Army Chief of Staff George 
Casey warned against 
reaching conclusions about 
the suspected shooter’s 
motives until investigators 
have fully explored the attack. 
“I think the speculation (on 
Hasan’s Islamic roots) could 
potentially heighten backlash 
against some of our Muslim 
soldiers,” he said on ABC 
television. 

A government official 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the 
person was not authorized 
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to discuss the case said an 
initial review of Hasan’s 
computer use has found no 
evidence of links to terror 
groups or anyone who might 
have helped plan or push 
him toward the attack. The 
review of Hasan’s computer 
is continuing, the official 
said. 

Hasan likely would face 
military justice rather than 
federal criminal charges if 
investigators determine the 
violence was the work of just 
one person. 

There is no time limit on 
charging Hasan, but once he 
is in pre-trial confinement, 
the military has 120 days to 
start his trial, said John P. 
Galligan, an attorney who 
has represented Fort Hood 
soldiers but is not involved 
in the Hasan case. 

However, defense attorneys 
often file motions that 
stop the 120-day clock. 
Authorities have said 
Hasan is “in custody” in the 
hospital, but it’s unclear if 
that is considered pre-trial 
confinement. 

Across the sprawling post 
and in neighboring Killeen, 
soldiers, their relatives and 


members of the community 
struggled to make sense of the 
shootings. Candles burned 
Saturday night outside the 
apartment complex where 
Hasan lived. Small white 
crosses, one for each of the 
dead, dotted a lawn at a 
Killeen church on Sunday. 
Even as the community took 
time to mourn the victims 
at worship services on and 
off the post, Fort Hood 
spokesman Col. John Rossi 
acknowledged that the 
country’s largest military 
installation was moving 
forward with its usual 
business of soldiering. The 
processing center where 
Hasan allegedly opened fire 
on Thursday remains a cr im e 
scene, but the activities that 
went on there were relocated, 
with the goal of reopening the 
center as soon as Sunday. 
Fort Hood is “continuing to 
prepare for the mission at 
hand,” Rossi said. “There’s 
a lot of routine activity 
still happening. You’ll hear 
cannon fire and artillery 
fire. Soldiers in units are 
still trying to execute the 
missions we have been 
tasked with.’Q 


Obama will meet 
Netanyahu at 
White House

WASHINGTON - The White 
House announced Sunday 
that President Barack Obama 
would be meeting with 
Benjamin Netanyahu during 
the Israeli prime minister’s 
trip to Washington to address 
Jewish groups, ending days of 
uncertainty. 

Netanyahu was to arrive in 
the U.S. capital Sunday night 
for a speaking engagement at 
the three-day 2009 General 
Assembly of The Jewish 
Federations of North America. 
He will meet with Obama on 
Monday evening. 

U.S.-Israeli relations have 
been strained since Netanyahu 
rejected Obama’s demand that 
the Israeli government stop 
building or expanding Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank. 
The Palestinians say Israel 
has deeply encroached into 
land the Palestinians claim 
for a future state. Not long 
after taking office, Obama 
announced his determination 
to facilitate peace between 
Israel and the Palestinians and 
said an end to settlements was 
a necessary condition for a 
resumption of negotiations. 
Netanyahu has rejected 
that demand, but last week 
visiting Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
floated an Israeli proposal 
that would restrain — but 
not stop — more West Bank 
housing. She played it as 
a major conciliatory move 
from the Israelis. Palestinian 
and Arab diplomats reacted 
with outrage, and Clinton 
was forced to backpedal. 
Arab officials questioned 
whether the U.S. had tilted 
toward Israel, abandoning 
the American position that 
continued Israel settlements 
were illegitimate and must end. 
Clinton’s comments may have 
reflected a realization within 
the Obama administration that 
the conservative Netanyahu 
would not accept a full-on 
settlement freeze and that a 
partial halt might be the most 
likely, if lesser option. Her 
appeal seemed designed to 
make the Israeli position more 
palatable to the Palestinians 
and Arab states. □

NEW ORLEANS (AP) 
— Hurricane Ida, the first 
Atlantic hurricane to target 
the United States this year, 
plodded Sunday toward the 
Gulf Coast with 100 mph 
winds, bringing the threat of 
flooding and storm surges. 

A hurricane watch extended 
over more than 200 miles of 
coastline across southeastern 
Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama and the Florida 
Panhandle. Louisiana’s 
governor declared a state of 
emergency. 

Authorities said Ida could 
make landfall as early as 
Tuesday morning, although 
it was forecast to weaken by 
then. Officials and residents 
kept a close eye on the 
Category 2 hurricane as it 
approached, though there 
were no immediate plans for 
evacuations. 

At 1 p.m., Ida was located 
510 miles south-southeast of 
the mouth of the Mississippi 
River and moving northwest 
near 10 mph. The latest 
forecast from the National 
Hurricane Center shows Ida 
brushing near Louisiana and 
Mississippi, then making 
landfall near Alabama before 
continuing across north 
Florida. 

Yet many residents took the 
forecast in stride. 

“Even though we’re telling 
everybody to be prepared, 
my gut tells me it probably 
won’t be that bad,” said 
Steve Arndt, director of Bay 
Point Marina Co. in Panama 
City, Florida. 

In Louisiana, Gov. Bobby 
Jindal had declared a state of 
emergency as a precaution, 
and the National Guard was 
on high alert if assistance was 
needed. New Orleans wasn’t 
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included in the hurricane 
watch. 

But officials were 
encouraging residents to 
prepare for potential gusts 
of 60 mph (96.5 kph) by 
removing any tree limbs that 
could damage their homes 
and securing or bringing in 
any trash cans, grills, potted 
plants or patio furniture. 
Mississippi authorities 
warned residents to be 
vigilant. Authorities were 
monitoring conditions to 
see whether any evacuations 
of lower-lying areas or 
school closures would be 
necessary. 

“It is likely we will at least 
be hit with strong winds and 
some flooding in our coastal 
counties,” said Jeff Rent, a 
spokesmanforthe Mississippi 
Emergency Management 
Agency. Officials “do not 
want anybody to be caught 
off guard.” 

Mississippi Emergency 
Management Agency 

Director Mike Womack said 
forecasts called for tides of 4 
feet to 7 feet above normal 
and rainfall totals of up to 
7 inches within 24 hours, 
which could mean flooding 
along the coasts and along 
rivers. Alabama emergency 
management officials did 
not immediately respond to 
phone messages. 

In the Florida Panhandle, 
residents in Bay County and 
Panama City were being 
advised to secure boats and 


prepare for storm surges that 
could reach 3 feet. Heavy 
rain, wind and possible 
flooding was also expected. 
“You really don’t know until 
it gets close how you’re going 
to be affected by it,” said 
Brad Monroe, Bay County’s 
deputy chief of emergency 
services. 

Ida wasn’t expected to pack 
the wallop seen in 2008 
when hurricanes Gustav and 
Ike pelted the Gulf Coast 
back-to-back. There have 
been nine named storms this 
season, which ends Dec. 1. 
Ida is only the third hurricane 


to form, and neither of the 
others threatened land. 

Ida wasn’t expected to 
directly threaten New 
Orleans, where unflappable 
fans at the Saints football 
game seemed unaware a 
storm was approaching. 
“We’re used to tropical 
storms,” said David Clements 
of Chalmette, La. “That’s 
why we have a dome.” 
Earlier Sunday, Ida’s wind 
and rain whipped palm trees 
in the Mexican resort city of 
Cancun. Fishermen tied their 
boats down, though tourists 
seemed to regard it as a 


minor setback. 

“It’s not what we expected,” 
said Kathleen Weisser, a 
nurse from Femley, Nevada. 
“We wanted sun. Instead we 
have liquid sunshine.” 

Ron Kaczorowski, of 
Chicago, said his daughter 
was forced to move her 
beach wedding inside 
because of the storm. He 
said he had tried to reassure 
his disappointed daughter 
that the nasty weather would 
make her wedding stand out. 
“I told her, ‘How many 
people get married in a 
hurricane?’

The president said the House 
vote took courage for many 
lawmakers because of the 
heated and often misleading 
rhetoric that accompanied 
debate over how the legislation 
would change the system. 
Obama made a rare Saturday 
visit to Capitol Hill hours 
before Saturday’s vote to 
lobby wavering Democrats. 
“Now it falls on the United 
States Senate to take the 
baton and bring this effort 
to the finish line on behalf 
of the American people, and 


I’m absolutely confident that 
they will,” Obama said. “I’m 
equally convinced that on 
the day that we gather here 
at the White House and I 
sign comprehensive health 
insurance reform legislation 
into law, they’ll be able to join 
their House colleagues and say 
this was their finest moment 
in public service.” 

Republican lawmakers have 
vowed to do all they can to 
stop the Democratic plan, 
which they contend will cost 
jobs, raise insurance rates and 
lead to huge tax increases. The 
Senate has yet to schedule 


debate on its version of health 
care reform. 

House Republicans were 
nearly unanimous in opposing 
the plan that would expand 
coverage to tens of millions 
of Americans who lack it and 
place tough new restrictions 
on the insurance industry. 

But in the Senate, more than 
a simple majority is needed 
for passage, and several 
centrist Democrats still have 
reservations, particularly about 
establishing a government- 
sponsored insurance program, 
or public option, to compete 
with private insurers. 

“The House bill is dead 
on arrival in the Senate,” 
Republican Sen. Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina said 
Sunday. “It was a bill written 
by liberals for liberals.” 

A Democratic colleague, Sen. 
Jack Reed of Rhode Island, 
predicted an overhaul would 
pass the Senate because “it’s 
essential” to the country’s 
economic success and people’s 
quality of life. “It will take 
time,” he added. 

The House bill is projected to 
expand coverage to 36 million 
uninsured, or 96 percent 
of Americans. The United 
States is the only developed 
nation that does not have a 
comprehensive national health 
care plan. 

A triumphant House Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi likened the 
legislation to the passage of the 


government’s Social Security 
pension program in 1935 and 
Medicare health insurance for 
the elderly 30 years later. 
Republicans detailed their 
objections across hours of 
debate on the 1,990-page, 10- 
year $1.2 trillion legislation. 
“We are going to have a 
complete government takeover 
of our health care system 
faster than you can say, This 
is making me sick,”’ said Rep. 
Candice Miller of Michigan. 
She added that Democrats 
were intent on passing “a jobs¬ 
killing, tax-hiking, deficit- 
exploding” bill. 

In the run-up to a final vote, 
conservatives from the 
two political parties joined 
forces to impose tough new 
restrictions on abortion 
coverage in insurance policies 
to be sold to many individuals 
and small groups. 

The legislation would 
require most Americans to 
carry insurance and provide 
federal subsidies to those who 
otherwise could not afford 
it. Large companies would 
have to offer coverage to their 
employees. Both consumers 
and companies would be 
slapped with penalties if 
they defied the government’s 
mandates. 

Insurance industry practices 
such as denying coverage 
because of medical conditions 
would be banned, and insurers 
would no longer be able to 



charge higher premiums on 
the basis of gender or medical 
history. The industry would 
also lose its exemption from 
federal antitrust restrictions 
on price fixing and market 
allocation. 

At its core, the measure would 
create a federally regulated 
marketplace where consumers 
could shop for coverage. In 
the bill’s most controversial 
provision, the government 
would sell insurance, 
although the Congressional 
Budget Office forecasts that 
premiums for it would be more 
expensive than for policies 
sold by private companies. 
Graham said he thinks the 
government option “will 
destroy private health care. 
Nobody in this country in 
the insurance business can 
compete with a government- 
sponsored plan, where the 
government writes the benefits 
and politicians will never raise 
the premiums.” 

Sen. Joe Lieberman, an 
independentfromConnecticut, 
said that “if the public option 
plan is in there, as a matter of 
conscience, I will not allow 
this bill to come to a final vote 
because I believe the debt can 
break America and send us 
into a recession that’s worse 
than the one we’re fighting 
our way out of today.” 

The House bill drew the 
votes of 219 Democrats and 
Rep. Joseph Cao, a first-term 
Republican who holds an 
overwhelmingly Democratic 
seat in New Orleans. Opposed 
were 176 Republicans and 39 
Democrats, mostly moderates 
from Republican-leaning 
states. 

Over all, the bill envisioned the 
most sweeping set of changes 
to the U.S. health care system 
in more than a generation, and 
Democrats said it marked the 
culmination of a campaign that 
Harry Truman began when 
he sat in the White House 60 
years ago. 

To pay for the expansion 
of coverage, the bill cuts 
Medicare’s proj ected spending 
by more than $400 billion 
over a decade. It also imposes 
a tax surcharge of 5.4 percent 
on income over $500,000 in 
the case of individuals and $1 
million for families.

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Philly transit strike in sixth day; no new talks

PHILADELPHIA - Commuters in 
the City of Brotherly Love have been 
told to gear up to begin a second 
week of finding other ways to work 
following the collapse of a proposed 
deal to end a six-day-old strike by 
about 5,000 bus drivers, subway and 
trolley conductors and mechanics. 
The largest union representing 
workers of the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation 

Authority wants an independent 
forensic audit of pension funds. The 
union is also rejecting language that 
could reopen the contract if SEPTA’s 
costs increase due to national health 
care reform. 

SEPTA spokesman Richard Maloney 
said the ball is in the union’s court 
“to come back to the table and sign 
the contract.” 

“We feel badly for our riders,” 
he said Sunday. “They’re being 
unnecessarily hurt in many ways 
across the five-county area. There are 
countless thousands of people who 
are suffering, and it’s unnecessary.” 
Jamie Horwitz, spokesman for the 
Transport Workers Local 234, said 
the two sides had reached agreement 
on monetary and pension issues, but 
differences remained on the health 


reform provision and union president 
Willie Brown’s call for an audit. 
“Like riders, we want a resolution 
to this,” Horwitz said Sunday. “We 
also have a responsibility to our 
members.” 

Pensions have been the major issue 
in the strike and “there are many 
questions about the way the pension 
was managed by SEPTA,” Horwitz 
said. 

Brown told reporters Saturday night 
that if the agency did not agree to an 
audit “then I guess we’re going to be 
here for a while.” 

The health care language has taken 
on new urgency following the U.S. 
House’s approval of a health care 
reform bill late Saturday, Horwitz 
said. The provision could lead to 
another strike or another lengthy 
round of negotiation before the five- 
year agreement runs its course, he 
said. 

“That’s not acceptable to the union 
and we would like to see a contract 
that is binding for the length of the 
agreement,” he said. 

Both sides said no new meetings 
were scheduled. 

Gov. Ed Rendell, who had been 
brokering the talks, said he was 
leaving the negotiations and taking 
$7 million in state funding with him 


unless union members are allowed 
to vote on the agency’s proposal on 
Monday. 

But Brown told reporters that could 
not happen for “the same reason the 
president of the United States would 
not bypass the Congress and the 
Senate and take it to the people and 
say ‘Lets vote.’ That’s not what our 
constitution says. Our constitution 
says it goes through the executive 
board.”. The union had threatened 
to strike while the World Series was 
in town, but negotiators continued 
bargaining after Rendell threatened 
“significant consequences” if that 
happened. The union went on strike 


early Tuesday, hours after the series 
between the Phillies and Yankees 
shifted back to New York. 

Regional SEPTA trains have 
continued to run because their 
workers are represented by a different 
union, but the system has seen packed 
trains and problems of its own. A 
railcar heading downtown caught 
fire Wednesday, causing delays and 
confusion but no serious injuries. 
The next day, a train struck and killed 
a rail worker, stranding hundreds of 
riders during the morning rush hour. 
The agency said neither accident was 
related to increased volume due to 
the strike. □

In a sign of how intensely 
Washington was following 
the debate, U.S. Ambassador 
Christopher Hill could be seen 
shuttling between various 
political factions before the 
law’s passage. President 
Barack Obama, speaking at 
the White House, welcomed 
the new legislation. 

“This is an important 
milestone as the Iraqi people 
continue to take responsibility 
for their future. I want to 
congratulate Iraq’s leaders 
for reaching this agreement,” 
Obama said. “The United 
States will continue to stand 
with Iraq as a strong partner 
and as a friend.” 

Iraq’s prime minister, Nouri 
al-Maliki, in a statement 
posted on his Web site, hailed 
the election law’s passage as 
a “historic victory of the will 
of the people,” and described 
it as a strong response to 
the people who are trying 
to undermine the country’s 
security. 

The U.S. ambassador, 
speaking to reporters after 
the vote, said the American 
troop drawdown will proceed 
as scheduled. Military 
commanders have said the 
U.S. troop withdrawal would 
start in earnest about 60 days 
after the vote, the idea being 
that the country would be on 
stable footing by then. 

“What is important is that 
with the election law, we are 
very much on schedule for 
the drawdown,” Hill said. 
Under the president’s plan, 
all U.S. combat troops will 
be out of the country by the 
end of August 2010, leaving 
about 50,000 trainers and 
support troops, who in turn 
would leave by the end of 
2011. 

It was not clear exactly when 


the election would be held — 
Jan. 16 as originally planned 
or a later date in January. 
The head of the Independent 
High Electoral Commission, 
Faraj al-Haidari, told The 
Associated Press that he 
expected the vote to be held 
within a week of Jan. 16. 
Deputy Parliament Speaker, 
Khalid al-Attiyah said 
it would likely be held 
January 21 or 23. The Iraqi 
constitution mandates that 
the vote takes place in 
January, but does not specify 
which day. 

Once the legislation is 
approved by the president 
and his two vice presidents, 
the election commission 
will decide how many days 
are needed to hold the vote, 
al-Haidari said. Then the 
commission will send a 
letter to parliament and to 
the prime minister to inform 
them of their decision. 

The law’s passage had been 
repeatedly delayed by sharp 
disagreements over how 
voting would take place in 
the northern city of Kirkuk, 
claimed by both Arabs and 
Kurds and a major flashpoint 
in the country. 

Kurds consider Kirkuk a 
Kurdish city and want it part 
of their self-ruled region in 
northern Iraq. During the rule 
of former dictator Saddam 
Hussein, tens of thousands of 
Kurds were displaced under 
a forced plan by Saddam to 
make Kirkuk predominantly 
Arab, though many of these 
have since returned. 

The Arab-led central 
government vehemently 
opposes anything that would 
remove Kirkuk from its 
control. 

Under the legislation passed 
Sunday, the vote in Kirkuk 
would be held just like in 
other regions around the 


country, but the votes could 
be subject to a special review 
if it is determined that there 
was a more than five percent 
increase in the voter rolls 
from 2004 to 2009. Arabs 
and the Turkomens claim 
Kurds have packed the city 
with immigrants to tip the 
balance in their favor. 

The legislation did not 
include any guaranteed seats 
for Arab and Turkomen 
lawmakers from Kirkuk, 
something which had been 
discussed in earlier versions. 
Both Kurds and Arabs 
appeared to claim victory 
after the sometimes raucous 
parliament session that was 
televised live on Iraq state 
TV. 

“This is a good law because 
it occurred after broad 
agreement, and it presents a 
solution to a problem that we 
have now solved. It doesn’t 
achieve all our (Kurdish) 
ambitions, but it achieves 
a balance,” said Mahmoud 
Othman, a Kurdish 
lawmaker. 

But Omar al-Jabouri, a Sunni 
member of parliament, called 
the voting “a great victory,” 
because, he said, Kurds 
were forced to accept special 
circumstances in regards to 
the Kirkuk voting. 

The law passed with 
141 votes, but it was not 
immediately known how 
many of the parliament’s 
275 members voted against 
the legislation or even 
attended the session. Low 
turnouts are common in 
Iraq’s parliament, which 
often does not have enough 
people to form the necessary 
138-person quorum. 

“It’s a good step that we have 
a resolution to this and have 
elections,” said Michael 
Wahid Hanna, an analyst at 
the New York-based Century 
Foundation. 

However, he added that the 
disputes such as the long- 
brewing debate over the 
election law, have paralyzed 
Iraq’s political process 
and “have shown that it’s 
incapable of solving the 
big questions,” such as 
how to deal with disputed 
territoriesQ

Chavez to troops: Prepare ior war with Colombia

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
President Hugo Chavez on Sunday 
ordered Venezuela’s military 
to prepare for a possible armed 
conflict with Colombia, saying his 
country’s soldiers should be ready 
if the United States attempts to 
provoke a war between the South 
American neighbors. 

Chavez said Venezuela could end 
up going to war with Colombia as 
tensions between them rise, and 
he warned that if a conflict broke 
out “it could extend throughout the 
whole continent.” 

“The best way to avoid war is 
preparing for it,” Chavez told 
military officers during his weekly 
television and radio program. 
Venezuela’s socialist leader has also 
cited a recent deal between Bogota 
and Washington giving U.S. troops 
greater access to military bases as a 
threat to regional stability. 

There was no immediate reaction 
from either the Colombian or U.S. 
government, but in the past they 
have denied intentions to start a war 
with Venezuela and said the base 
deal is needed to fight the war on 
drugs and insurgents in Colombia, 
which is a major cocaine producer 
struggling with a decades-old 
internal conflict. 

Tensions along the Venezuela- 


Colombia border have been 
exacerbated in recent weeks by a 
series of shootings and slayings. 
Four men on motorcycles shot and 
killed two Venezuelan National 
Guard troops at a checkpoint near 
the border in Venezuela’s western 
Tachira state last week, prompting 
Chavez’s govemmentto temporarily 
close some border crossings. 

And last month, Venezuelan 
authorities arrested at least 10 people 
in Tachira alleging involvement in 
paramilitary groups. The bullet- 
ridden bodies of 11 men, nine of 
them Colombians, were also found 
last month in Tachira after being 
abducted from a soccer field. 

The violence prompted Venezuela 
to send 15,000 soldiers to the 
border with Colombia on Thursday. 
Officials said the buildup was 
necessary to increase security along 
the border. 

Elsa Cardoso, a professor of 
international relations at the Central 
University of Venezuela, suggested 
that Chavez’s heated rhetoric — 
coupled with the recent military 
deployments — are aimed at 
turning the public’s attention away 
from pressing domestic problems 
ranging from rampant crime to 
electricity and water rationing. 
“He’s sending up a smoke screen, a 
distraction,” she said. 

Colombian rebels have often used

Venezuela’s border region as a 
haven to resupply and treat their 
wounded in recent years, creating 
friction with Colombia’s U.S.- 
allied government. 

Chavez — former army paratrooper 
who during more than a decade 
in power has repeatedly accused 
Washington of seeking to topple him 
to seize Venezuela’s oil reserves — 
warned President Barack Obama of 
using his alliance with Colombian 
President Alvaro Uribe to mount an 
offensive against Venezuela. 

“The empire is more threatening 


than ever,” Chavez said, referring to 
the U.S. government. “Don’t make 
a mistake, Mr. Obama, by ordering 
an attack against Venezuela by way 
of Colombia.” 

Venezuelan opposition leader Julio 
Borges urged Chavez to hold talks 
with Colombian officials to ease 
the tensions. 

“Working together is only way to 
efficiently confront this problem, 
to finally end the permanent 
threat from illegal groups such 
as paramilitaries and guerrillas,” 
Borges said.Q

Centeno told a news 
conference. 

Authorities had to use 
helicopters to reach some of 
the most severely affected 
townships, Centeno added. 

In the capital of San Salvador, 
authorities reported 61 dead 
including a family of four — 
two adults and two children 
— who were killed when a 
mudslide buried their home 
Sunday morning, Red Cross 
spokesman Carlos Lopez 
Mendoza reported. 

Central San Vicente province 
was also hit hard, with 23 
killed there. 

The rest died in other parts 
of the country, Vice Interior 
Minister Ernesto Zelayandia 
told The Associated Press. 
Most of the victims were 
buried by slides or carried 
away by raging rivers. 

“We have been through disaster 
zones, including a fly-over of 
the area of Verapaz (in San 
Vicente),” Centeno said. “It is 
a real tragedy there,” with at 


least 60 people unaccounted 
for, he said. 

Centeno said it has been 
impossible to reach many of 
the affected areas because of 
damage to roads. 

Red Cross spokesman Carlos 
Lopez said a river in Verapaz 
overflowed its banks and 
swamped 300 homes. 

The rains unleashed 
massive rock slides from the 
Chichontepec volcano that 
buried several houses, Verapaz 
Mayor Antonio Cerritos told 
Radio Nacional. 

Dave Roberts, a Navy 
hurricane specialist at the U.S. 
National Hurricane Center 
in Miami, said Hurricane 
Ida’s presence in the western 
Caribbean may have played a 
role in drawing a Pacific low- 
pressure system toward El 
Salvador, causing the rains. 

He added, however, that “if 
there were deaths associated 
with this rainfall amount in El 
Salvador, I would not link it to 
Ida.’Q

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Clinton: Berlin Wall festivities not lust a party

BERLIN (AP) — U.S. Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton urged Europeans and Americans on 
Sunday to see the anniversary of the fall of the Berlin 
Wall as a call to action against new global threats. 
On the eve of celebrations marking 20 years since 
the collapse of the wall that divided East and West 
Berlin, Clinton said the hard work that went into 
ending the Cold War must be channeled to meet fresh 
challenges, including the fights against extremism 
and climate change. 

As the Obama administration looks to often reluctant 
European allies to bolster their NATO forces in 
Afghanistan, Clinton said Monday’s commemoration 
of Nov. 9, 1989, the night “when history pierced the 
concrete and concertina wire,” must look forward 
and not back. 

“Our history did not end the night the wall came 
down, it began anew,” she told a group of U.S. and 
European dignitaries while accepting a Freedom 
Award on behalf of the American people from 
The Atlantic Council, a group that promotes trans- 
Atlantic ties. 

The moment the festivities begin “should be a call to 
action, not just a commemoration of past actions,” 
Clinton said. “That call should spur us to continue 
our cooperation and look for new ways that we can 
meet the challenges that freedom faces now.” 

“We owe it to ourselves and to those who yearn for 


the same freedoms that are enjoyed and even taken 
for granted in Berlin today,” she said. 

Clinton praised U.S.-European collaboration on 
ending the world financial crisis as well as steps to 
cooperate on global warming. She also hailed NATO 
security operations, from Afghanistan to fighting 
piracy off the coast of Somalia. 

But she said the spirit of the Berlin Wall’s destruction 
— the symbolic end to the Cold War — had to be 
reinforced. 

“We need to form an even stronger partnership 
to bring down the walls of the 21st century and 
to confront those who hide behind them: suicide 
bombers, those who murder and maim girls whose 
only wish is to go to school, leaders who chose their 
own fortune over the fortune of their people.” 
Clinton will lead the U.S. delegation to Monday’s 
ceremonies in Berlin. 

Other speakers at The Atlantic Council event on 
Sunday were more blunt. 

Former U.S. national security adviser Brent 
Scowcroft, who served under Presidents Ford and 
George H.W. Bush, lamented that trans-Atlantic 
cooperation and understanding had fallen off in the 
two decades since the Berlin Wall fell. 

“We no longer have an intimacy of dialogue like we 
had in 1989,” he said. “It’s important that we restore 
that closeness in order that we can all in unity face 
the challenges confronting us.” 

Other U.S. foreign policy veterans at the event

Rookie QB leads Rues to first win, 38-28 over GB 


TAMPA, Florida (AP) — 
Rookie Josh Freeman passed 
for 205 yards and three 
touchdowns Sunday to lead 
the previously winless Bucs 
to a 38-28 victory over the 
Green Bay Packers. 

In his first pro start, Freeman 
completed 14 of 31 passes 
with just one interception. A 
critical second pick was wiped 
out by a Green Bay penalty 
during the go-ahead drive. 

The Bucs were the last team 
in the NFL to win this season. 
It was also the first victory for 
the league’s youngest head 
coach, 3 3-year-old Raheem 
Morris, who replaced Jon 
Gruden after Tampa Bay went

the playoffs last year. 

Aaron Rodgers threw for 266 
yards and two touchdowns for 
the Packers, who have won 
four and lost four. He also 
threw three interceptions and

the final minute. 

Colts 20, Texans 17 
At Indianapolis, running 
back Joseph Addai scored 
the go-ahead touchdown with 
7:11 left and Houston’s Kris 
Brown missed a 42-yard field 
goal as time expired, keeping 
Indianapolis undefeated. 

Indy is the fourth team in 
league history with 17 straight 
wins. New England has done 
it twice and Chicago did it 
in 1933-34. Jim Caldwell 
became the first rookie coach 
to go 8-0 since Potsy Clark in 
1930. 

Indianapolis blew a 13-0 first- 
half lead and trailed 17-13 
when Steve Slaton opened the 
fourth quarter with a 1-yard 
TD run.

BASEL, Switzerland (AP) 
— Top-ranked Roger Federer 
lost his hometown tournament 
on Sunday, falling 6-4, 4-6, 
6-2 to Novak Djokovic in the 
Swiss Indoors final.

for excuses. 

He played tough and he played 
well when he had to, and saved 
a ton of break points that were 
crucial.” 

Djokovic improved to 3-2 this 
year against Federer, who he 
called the best tennis player. 

“I have to produce something 
special to win,” Djokovic said 
at sold-out St. Jakobshalle. “I 
think I played one of the best 
matches of the year.” 

The second-seeded Serb 
clinched the first set by saving 
five break points in a game 
that lasted 24 minutes. 

“It may be the longest I have 
ever played in my life,” 
Djokovic said. “It was maybe 
the turning point in the whole 
match. I was fortunate to keep 


my nerves.” 

Federer fought back from a 
break down to win the second 
set and rouse his partisan 
fans. 

Djokovic raced to a 4-0 lead in 
the decider, and closed out the 
victory after Federer wasted 
three break points in the sixth 
game. 

It was a tour-leading 71st win 
this year for Djokovic, who 
improved to 4-5 in finals in 
2009. His other title wins 
were at Dubai, his home event 
at Belgrade, and Beijing last 
month. 

Federer is now 59-9 this year 
after losing only his third 
match since May. 

The first set went with serve, 
until Federer was broken for 


the first time in the tournament 
to trail 5-4. Then came that 
tense, error-strewn game that 
featured 11 deuces before 
Djokovic took his seventh set- 
point chance. 

Federer dropped serve again to 
open the second set, sending 
another forehand into the net. 
But he won his next service 
game, and then broke his 
opponent for the first time 
when a drop shot grazed the 
net cord before falling in play. 
He broke Djokovic’s serve 
again to win the set when 
the 22-year-old Serb sent a 
forehand into the net. Djokovic 
rallied immediately in the 
decider, Federer dropping two 
straight service games for the 
second time in the match. □

Senator calls for investigation 
ol Fort Hood shooting

FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) 
— A key U.S. senator has 
called for an investigation 
into whether the Army missed 
signs that the man accused of 
opening fire at the Fort Hood 
military base had embraced an 
increasingly extremist view of 
Islamic ideology. 

Sen. Joe Lieberman’s call 
came as word surfaced that 
Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan 
apparently attended the same 
Virginia mosque as two Sept. 
11 hijackers in 2001, at a 
time when a radical imam 
preached there. Whether 
Hasan, an Army psychiatrist, 
associated with the hijackers 
is something the FBI will 
probably look into, according 
to a law enforcement official 
who spoke on condition 
of anonymity because the 
investigation is ongoing. 
Classmates participating in a 
2007-2008master’sprogramat 
a military college complained 
repeatedly to superiors about 
what they considered Hasan’s 
anti-American views. Dr. Val 
Finnell said Hasan gave a 
presentation at the Uniformed 


Services University that 
justified suicide bombing 
and even told classmates that 
Islamic law trumped the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Lieberman, an independent 
who is chairman of the 
Senate Homeland Security 
and Governmental Affairs 
Committee, wants Congress 


to determine whether the 
shootings constitute a terrorist 
attack. 

44 If Hasan was showing signs, 
saying to people that he had 
become an Islamist extremist, 
the U.S. Army has to have zero 
tolerance,” Lieberman said on 
44 Fox News Sunday.”

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s parliament ended weeks of debate 
Sunday and passed a long-delayed law paving the way for the 
planned January election to go forward, sidestepping a crisis 
that could have delayed the U.S. troop withdrawal. 

The decision appeared to resolve a key sticking point — who 
will be allowed to vote in the disputed, oil-rich city of Kirkuk.
